Cruiser New York, Built by Them, Indli- 
cates Speed Above the Contract. 


Boston, Mass., May 18.—The Cruiser New 
York reached Boston this morning at 12:30, 
after a good run from the Delaware break- 
water, Though there was only natural draft 
in the fire rooms, and although at no time did 
the revolutions of the engines exceed 102 ner 
minute, a speed of 19 knots was attained.

Coun- 
try bankers have been considerably alarmed over 
the situation, it must be admitted, and they have 
shown a pretty unanimous desire to draw their 
balances down to a low point. That fear seems 
now entirely over, however, and if nothing occurs 
to shake confidence again a rapid return flow of 
currency from the country may soon be looked 
for. . 

The feature at the Stock Exchange was the 
sharp reduction in the difference between quota- 
tions for regular sales and for account transac- 
tions. That difference has for some days been ex- 
cessively wide, and it has been the occasion for 
considerable apprehension on the part of con- 
servative traders. They argued that there could 
not be marked improvementin the situation so 
long as such excessive carrying charges were paid 
by Stock Exchange operators. Yesterday the 
orders for regular stock seemed to be predom- 
inant for a time and quotations for regular trans- 
actiong, got up as close to account sales as could 
reasonably be expected under present conditions, 
This is a decid favorable feature, and if it is 
maintained will do much to estore confidence in 
stock market circles. 

The action of the market yesterday was entire- 
ly satisfactory. There was . demand for 
stocks and steady appreciation of quotations, 
but there was no boom. West Chicago Street 
railroad stock opened at 175 and gradually 
worked up to 176%. The stock was steadily 
strong and the last sale was the highest for the 
day. Orders for regular stock were particularly 
prominent in that security. North icago was 
the most active stock on the list. There seemed 
to be further liquidation early in the day, but the 
stock was well taken and advanced stea . The 
opening was at 244% and the stock work 
a close at 246, after veng sonched 246%.
